•fT'0 the Honorable the Judges of tLe Court of 
JL Quarler Sessions of .Adams county : 


The Grand Jurj'attending the present ses- 


sion, having visited the Jsil nnd Alms House, 
respecttully report, that they found the Jail in 
a good and cleanly condition, under the super- 
intendence »f Sheriff Robert, and family. 


They take pleasure also in stating that the 


Alms House buildings are in comfortable con- 
dition, but find the cook stove insufficient for 
the cooking department. We found tlitappart- 
menls of the invilids and infirm inmates well 
provided for, and the entire institution mani- 
festing the good care, kind attention, and pru- 
dent management ol the Steward, Jonas Johns, 
and fanjily.
